Holzhay said he worked on the Oconto 
river for three years, and then desiring a 
change w ent to Portland, Ore., for a 
short tim e.

He also spent 
eight weeks in riding about the country 
and was in the W est altogether about 
eight m onths.

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A R e t r o s p e c t —t o o l K n o w N o t h i n g s . 
The assembling of the people who 
oommemorated the Centennial of the 
establishment of the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy in the United States day before 
yesterday was in many reepscts mem­ 
orable, outside of the ordinary incidents 
in which the oldest Christian church 
eelehrates those who have been anxiliary 
to its snccese, or who have been identi­ 
fied with its early straggles. 
Roman 
Catholicism in the United 6 tates knows 
no more venerated name than Baltimore, 
which gives to its primatical see the note 
which sonnds all the summonses of 
Biehops and Clergy. And yet Baltimore 
which, daring the past week has wit­ 
nessed and sympathized with a grand 
Catholic and hierarchical display;—Bal­ 
timore, whose Mayor received, in state, 
the other day, the members of the Cath­ 
olic Congress, was the point from which 
radiated the most bloody and remorse- 
lees religions psrsecution recorded in 
modern times. 
Thirty-fonr or thirty-five 
years ago the “ Plug Uglies” and “ Dead 
Rabbits” of Baltimore made many a 
fantastic conflagration of the Nero order 
in the present peaceful and courteous 
Baltimore, which the other day received 
the representatives of the Roman Catho- 
Ut Church with distinguished considera­ 
tion. 
There was really something epic and 
unexampled in the opposition to the Know 
Nothing episodes, which had their brutal 
centers in New York, Boston, Philadel­ 
phia and Baltimore. 
They were blood­ 
thirsty and murderous. 
They began 
with the burning of convents in Boston 
and this inexpressibly brutal experience 
radiated south to 
Charleston, South 
Carolina, and to Louisville, Kentucky. 
It looked, for a moment, as if the whole 
fabric of our civilization was about to 
go down in an era of blood and thunder, 
with Bill Poole, the romantic hero, who 
had emblazoned on his Wellington up 
pers the legend, “ If you don’t believe 
I’m a butcher boy just smell of my 
boots,” 
as 
the 
modern 
Gnstavus 
Adolphus. The Irish in 
Now 
York 
were quite equal to a hand to hand fight 
with the batcher boy, and they won, the 
disputed question being as to B ill’s last 
words, running as to whether he said, 
"I die a trne American,” the romantic, 
Arkansas traveler version, or to the true 
one, which represented him os turning 
his faoe to the wall, with the melancholy 
remark, “ Moee, my mutton’s cooked 
All through the country the Know 
Nothing brutal propaganda ran. 
Sisters 
of Mercy and 8isters of Charity were fly­ 
ing everywhere, like hunted hareB, poor 
•reataros. In New York the athletic 
Irish, who represented the foreign ele­ 
ment—it was an indiscriminate Kaow 
Nothing craaade against all foreigners, 
and the Irish had to do the fighting for 
the lot—had knocked out their cowardly 
and malignant opponents. Ia a contest 
of muscle and nerve they proved to have 
most muscle and mcnt nerve. 
Bill was 
coffined, and his compañeros talked in a 
low key, because there were foreign-born 
people, and the children of foreigners in 
New York, who were ready to fill all the 
cemeteries 
of 
the 
city and county 
with Bill’s fellow criminals. 
With the 
malignant John Harper as Mayor of the 
Empire City, if the conflagration of the 
churches and convents had not ceased, 
civilization in the leading American city 
would have had its choice between a 
grave in the Hndson, the Sound or the 
Narrows. The foreign population, with 
the Roman Catholic Irish at their head, 
•nd very few people of any other nation­ 
ality in sight, turned and made their 
fight on Manhattan Island. John Mor- 
riesey was a harder hitter than Bill Poole, 
and he lived to see a brighter and more 
brilliant era—one of tolerance aud liber­ 
ality-governing the United States. They 
were simply knocked out, and they rec­ 
ognized the might of the fists and revolv­ 
ere of Morrissey and his compeers, and 
of an accompanying condemnatory spirit 
all throngh the United States. 
In Philadelphia, after 
burning the 
convent on Fourth street, below Arch, 
the Kaow Nothings killed a couple of 
honest and brave man, and dragged 
them, with a rops, by the neck, throngh 
the principal streets.

The last flicker of the Know Nothing 
bigotry waa in Washington City. The 
PJng Uglies went over from Baltimore to 
overrule the citizens of the National 
Capital 
in 
their 
municipal election. 
They were meandering ap Pennsylvania 
avenoe on their joennd mission when 
they descried a battery of artillery of the 
United States army, prepared to sweep 
them off the face of the earth. The way 


these lachrymose ideas that if Los Ange­ 
les was a collapsed city, they had better 
pra7 for such a collapse to strike their 
own towns.

Ic 
waa fiually concluded that the roles are 
good enough if strictly enforc-d, so it was 
decided to make no change in them. 
_ A numbor of otner changes were made 
in the rules, among which were the fol­ 
lowing: 
Rule 4 was changed so that the condi­ 
tions referring to maidens shall mean 
maidens at the time of entry, unlesg oth­ 
erwise ppscified. 
• 
Rule 10 was changed to read: “ Where 
no entrance fee ie required the declara­ 
tion must be accompanied by five per 
cent, of the first money.” 
Rule 21, relating to change of name, 
was changed so no association shall re­ 
ceive tho entry of, or allow a horse whose 
name has been changed any where, to 
run on its course. 
Rule 48 was changed so that Ihe owner 
or trainer m u B t consent to the declara­ 
tion of the jockey to carry legal over- 
we:ght. 
Rule 5 now reads: “ Every horse whose 
jockey has weighed out and whose num­ 
ber bao been put, is a atartor and liable 
for the whole stako. 
If the horse is ex­ 
cused after being weighed out, all book 
bets on the race are void, and additional 
tim e before tbe race shall be granted by 
the judges, in auctions or 
in 
Paris 
m utuals; bets stand, but th e monev bet 
on the excused horee shall be refunded.” 
Rule 92, Section A, relating to State 
penalties, and 8ection O, beaten and 
maiden allowances, is stricken out. 
Rule 129 ie amended eo that jockeys, 
groom and stable boys found on the 
betting grounds may be fined, as well ae 
suspended or ruled off. 
Rule 140 was stricken out and a new 
rule adop’ed in its place, reading: “ If 
an eligible horse has been entered for 
the purpose of betting against him and 
he finishes first, or if he be entered for 
the purpose of having him disqualified 
by objections made afrpr the race, all 
bets shall be declared off.”

silver convention adjonrned this after­ 
noon. 
The only business done at the 
meeting in the m orning was the adoption 
of a series of resolutions. 
Over some of 
them there was considerable wrangling, 
but finally

unanimously 
agreed upon. 
This afternoon a perma­ 
nent organization was formed, which 
will be known in future as the Colorado 
Silver Association. 
Hon. II. A. Tabor 
waa made President, and a Yice-rresi- 
dent was chosen from each county in the 
State. 
The pream ble preceding tho resolu­ 
tions goes on to state that it is the opin­ 
ion of the people th a t tho dem onetiza­ 
tion of eilver sixteen years ago by this 
country and foreign powers was the re­ 
sult of a conspiracy of the few against 
the m any, of tho creditor class against 
the debtor claB9,of the consumers against 
the producers, of the idlers against the 
workers; that since the tim e mentioned 
the period lias been marked by con­ 
stantly declining prices of staple com­ 
modities and of all the products of tho 
farm and shop, and also taking from the 
producer 30 por cent, of their gross pro­ 
ductions; th at this condition of things 
has now been definitely traced by the 
most careful and reliable observers of 
tho world to the destruction of more 
than one-half of its standard money, 
thereby increasing the U3e and demand 
for gold; that efforts to rem edy this ill- 
timed action have been met with predic­ 
tions of evil to the people and to the 
nation.

The declarations then are A n sub­ 
stance: T hat the tim o has fully come 
when a restoration m ust be made, and 
that this can only be done by restoring 
the system of m etal money coinage in 
effect prior to 1878, which in the past 
has proved so beneficial; that Congress, 
upon assembling, should pase an act for 
the tem ore'ization of silver, and for the 
free aud unlimited coinage of the sam e; 
that until such tim e a dem and is made 
for the coinage of $4,000,000 per month 
in

load 
the way in tho m atter of free and unlim ­ 
ited coinage, and th at by so doing it will 
increase tbe prosperity of its people;
